Rioting Occurred All Over the City 


and the Police Were Helpleaa to 


Quell It— Three Children Seriously 


Injured, Two Probably Fatally. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 21.—The trolley 
ear strike which took place on S at­ 
urday led to the most vicious rioting 
Philadelphia has seen for years. The 
hospitals are filled with persons who 
w ere shot or beaten, mostly victims 
of bullets, bricks or paving stones. 
The outlook was so alarm ing Sun­ 
day afternoon when the Philadelphia 
Rapid 
T ransit 
com pany 
withdrew 
every one of its cars from service and 
sent them to the barns that Mayor 
Heyburn authorized H enry Clay, the 
director of public safety, to recruit 
4000 extra policemen. The regular po­ 
lice force of 3300 was utterly unable 
to sm other the trouble, despite the 
bland announcem ent of the director 
that he had the situation well In hand. 
The indications are so plain that the 
Rapid T ransit com pany intends to give 


C. O. P ra tt and the striking conduc­ 
tors and motormen all the fighting 
they want that sober minded citizens 
are considering 
already the advisa­ 
bility ot asking the governor to lend 
a hand with the sta te constabulary. 
The police force did not cover itself 
with glory last June, when there was 
much less of a storm at any stage 
than broke out Sunday, and there Is a 
distinct 
fear 
that 
Clay 
and 
Tim 
O’Leary, his assistant, even with 4000 
extra men. may not be able to make 
the streets sate for citizens. 
T here 
was never a day in the strike of nine 
months ago when things looked as 
ugly as they do now. 
The widespread violence that broke 
iii tw enty places at once has indicated 
that those fam iliar with the attitude 
of the company and of the strikers 
that unless somebody with a strong 
hand steps in. Philadelphia Is la for 
big trouble. 
Cause of the Trouble. 
Briefly, the situation Is Just this: 
The former strike was settled by a 
compromise that pleased nobody. The 
Rapid T ransit com pany and the strik ­ 
ers were brought together by Jim Me- 
Nlchol. the Republican boss, because 
an election was im m inent and Phil* 
delphia was disgusted with the atti­ 
tu d e of the machine. 
The company 
built up a local union of employes 
called the Keystone Carmen, and by a 
system of rew ards succeeded In w eak­ 
ening the A m algam ated 
union. The 
company kept to Its promisee and in 
many Instances paid a higher Seale 
than the com prom ise agreem ent called 
for. C. O. Pratt, who is always around 
when trouble looms, realized that the 
♦“om pany’s policy was to destroy u t­ 
terly the uh) union. They sought for a 
pretext to strike. T he company gave 
it to them by discharging upwards of 
200 men who had been stealing or 
were neglecting their duties, accord­ 
ing to the street car com pany’s offi­ 
cials. 
Boss MeNlehol and Billy Vare. the 
ring m asters of the Republican caucus 
in this city. saw the trouble coming a 
week ago and decided that Florida 
was good enough for them. They slip- 
fed out of town, and with their going 
people who realized how serious m at­ 
ters were going gave up all hope that 
the Republican m achine would inter- 
'ere as It did last summer. 
President 
Murphy, of the Centra! 
Labor union, says he has the power to 
t all out 100,000 men. which would tie 
up or cripple every industrial estab­ 
lishment In the city practically. 
Policemen Battered. 
All of the police stations were noisy 
with strikers and strike sym pathizers. 
’.ho had been dragged out of fights 
m d hauled to jail by the nape of the 
neck. 
Occasionally returning patrol 
wagons or autom obiles would bring In 
policemen who are not likely to take 
part in the forthcom ing shindies. Many 
of them had cut facet, one or two had 
broken noses and all had been hanged 
about and ham m ered until they were 
not pretty to look at. 
The area of dieting was so imm ense 
that the police had a desperately dif­ 
ficult problem on their hands Several 
rimes 
during

day there were 
fights in which more than a thousand 
persons were laking part, occurring 
sim ultaneously in a dozen far separat 
ed localities The northeast and n o rth ­ 
west were alive with trouble It ran as 
tar south ah Girard avenue. Kenning 
ton was a particularly riotous section 
and there much of th# trouble took 
place.

For th e last three years Mary has 
lived secluded In a lonely hut on the 
island 
because, according to physi­ 
cians, she is the victim of a peculiar 
•la te of affairs. Medical men say that, 
although Mary has never suffered from 
typhoid fever, bacilli of th e typhus 
variety ju st dote on her system as an 
abiding place, and that th erefo re ahe 
Is a aource of danger to persons in 
w hose house she bas lived 
At one tim e she was employed as 
cook la the household of J. Coleman 
Drayton. W hile there som e of the ba 
d ill tran sferred th eir residence from 
Mary to two of the m aids, and they 
becam e seriously 111 of th e fever. So. 
though she was In perfect health, on 
account of this tendency to act as an 
abode for germ s of the typhoidal per­ 
suasion. “Typhoid M ary” was consign 
ed th ree years ago to N orth Brothers 
Island by the health d e p a rtm e n t The 
other day the health d ep artm en t let 
h er go on its own initiative. 
H ealth Com m issioner Lederle said 
that “Typhoid Mary” w as dangerous 
principally because as a cook she had 
spread disease germs. S he has agreed,
